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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hardy 
US 2,176,946 ("Hardy"). Hardy teaches all the limitations as claimed for a pump system 
with a pump 10 connected to a user device 47 (col. 2 II. 65-72) by a delivery conduit 23 
and including: 

[claim 1] 

Pressure control means 40 for setting said pump 10 to a balanced configuration to 
supply the oil flow demanded by said user device 47 (col. 4 II. 66-col. 5 II. 9), wherein 
said pressure control means 40 comprise hydraulic dissipating means (41 , 37a) for 
imparting to the oil in a control chamber 39, forming part of said pump 10, a pressure 
(pressure of chamber 19) lower than a control pressure (pressure supplied element 39 
via elements 41 and 32 from element 31 which communicates with high pressure 
discharge chamber 22), said control chamber 39 of said pump 1 0 comprises a channel 
(73, 74) connecting the control chamber to an inlet 19 (col. 5 II. 10-25); 
[claim 2] 

Wherein a member 68 of said pump 1 0 comprises means 69 for selectively closing said 
channel (73, 74); 
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[claim 3] 

Wherein said channel (73, 74) comprises opening/closing means 69 controlled 
selectively by an operating parameter (col. 5 II. 11 -26); and 
[claim 4] 

Wherein said operating parameter is the temperature of the oil pumped by said pump 
10 (col. 5 II. 11-26).
